New York weighing 
speciai privileges for 
expectant mothers

Women having difficult pregnancies would 
get special parking privileges in New York 
City under a proposal to be introduced this 
week, according to a councilman sponsor- 
ing the bill. 

The bill suggests that pregnant women 
be allowed to park in no-parking zones and 
stand in no-standing zones, said Councilman 
David Greenfield, who plans to introduce 
the bill at a council meeting Wednesday 

“I think as a courtesy, it would go a long 
way in making lives of women having dif- 
ficult pregnancies easier by giving them a 
limited parking permit,” Greenfield said.

Under the proposal, pregnant women 
could obtain the special parking permits 
from the city by providing a doctor’s note. 
The permit would expire 30 days after 
their expected due date. 

Some states, including Georgia and 
Oklahoma, have similar laws, Greenfield 
said. 

The New York City chapter of the Na- 
tional Organization for Women said it 
liked the idea but worried about possible 
discrimination by employers and others 
who may be upset over the special privi- 
leges. 

“If there’s any city in the country where 



a measure like this is reasonable, it is New 
York City” said Sonia Ossorio, executive 
director of NOW’s New York City chap- 
ter. “But pregnancy discrimination is very 
real, and we always have to be cautious of 
anything that may fuel the perception that 
pregnant women and new mothers are less 
able.” 

Greenfield said he did not expect a 
problem and noted that doctors and clergy 
get parking exemptions. 

“There’s no question that discrimina- 
tion against pregnant women exists, but 
I’m taking a proactive approach to help 
them,” he said.

When is 

cheating 

forgivabie?

Half of men would forgive their female partner’s 
infidelity as long as it was with another woman, 
according to a new study on cheating. 

Women, however, were less likely to forgive 
and forget if their boyfriend had been with an- 
other man, the University of Texas at Austin 
study showed. 

Researchers asked 718 college students to 
imagine being in a long-term relationship and 
what their reactions would be to several cheating 
scenarios. 

They found that overall, 50 percent of men 
likely would continue a relationship with a wom- 
an who had a dalliance with another woman, 
while 22 percent said they could forgive betrayal 
with another man. 

For women, the results were reversed. If their 
boyfriend cheated with another woman, 28 per- 
cent said they’d keep him around, but only 21 per- 
cent said they would if he cheated with another 
man. 

Published this month in the journal Person- 
ality and Individual Differences, the study con- 
cluded the participant’s reactions were based on 
basic jealousy instincts. 

‘A robust jealousy mechanism is activated in 
men and women by different types of cues — 
those that threaten paternity in men and those 
that threaten abandonment in women,” said 
Jaime Confer, the study’s lead author and a Ph.D 
candidate in evolutionary psychology 

Men, they said, felt more threatened by a rival 
male because of paternity uncertainty, whereas 
they saw a female partner’s homosexual affair 
as “an opportunity to mate with more than one 
woman simultaneously satisfying men’s greater 
desire for more partners.”

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IT COULD TAKE DAYS TO RECOVER FROM BLIZZARD 
THAT SHUTS DOWN ROADS, SCHOOLS AND AIRPORTS

As Chicagoans wake to face the remaining 
hours of a turbulent winter storm, much of 
the region already has surrendered— the 
city’s two major airports are paralyzed, 
schools and businesses have been shuttered, 
and officials are begging people to stay off 
the roads. 

With forecasts that wind-whipped snow 
could mount to 20 inches before the storm 
eases sometime Wednesday afternoon, offi- 
cials predicted several days will be needed to 
dig out before things return to normal. 

“Every Chicago resident should brace for 
a storm that will be remembered for a long 
time,” said Jose Santiago, head of the Chicago 
Office of Emergency Management and Com- 
munications. “This storm will task the city’s 
resources and test the patience of Chicago 
residents.” 

The storm struck in earnest Tuesday after- 
noon, unleashing billowing sheets of snow 
and leading business and government offices 


across the region to shut down early 

More than 100 Commonwealth Edison 
crews were working through the night to re- 
store power to thousands of suburban homes. 

Metra trains, jam-packed through the early 
afternoon as commuters fled the Loop, were 
delayed more than 90 minutes Tuesday eve- 
ning because of switch problems stemming 
from blowing and drifting snow. 

At O’Hare and Midway more than 1,300 
flights were canceled, snarling air traffic 
across the country Airport crews will spend 
Wednesday plowing and brushing snow off 
runways and tarmacs, a slow-moving task 
along stretches of cement that can stretch 
more than 2 miles long and up to 200 feet 
wide. 

The hope is that a limited number of flights 
can resume at some point during the day at 
O’Hare. Midway operations weren’t sched- 
uled to resume until at least Wednesday after- 
noon. 

Eor the first time since 1999, Chicago Pub- 


LAKE SHORE DRIVE CLOSED 

All of Lake Shore Drive was shut down as 
of 7:50 p.m. Tuesday due to safety con- 
cerns over the weather, according to the 
city’s Office of Emergency Management 
and Communication. Earlier, A CTA bus 
appeared to have spun out on an icy Lake 
Shore Drive, blocking northbound traffic 
near the Belmont Avenue exit. No injuries 
were reported, according to the CTA. 



lie Schools canceled classes, as did most area 
school districts. 

“I woke up this morning with a vision of 
a 5-year-old trudging through the snow fac- 
ing the teeth of a 50-mile-an-hour gale force 
wind,” CPS’s Interim CEO Terry Mazany said. 
“That would have severely put that youngster 
at risk. Should that forecast materialize we’d 
jeopardize the safety of the kids.” 

Roads throughout the state were hazard- 
ous. Gov Quinn issued a disaster declaration 
and activated more than 500 Illinois National 
Guardsmen to assist stranded motorists 
throughout the state. Guardsmen are sta- 
tioned at rest areas from Interstate 70 near St. 
Louis north to Chicago. 

Chicago’s Department of Streets and Sani- 
tation was set to utilize its full fleet of 274 
trucks and 120 garbage trucks with quick 
hitch plows to clear main routes. Side streets 
will remain unplowed until the primary roads 
are cleared. 

The Chicago Eire Department rented al- 
most 50 snowmobiles to ensure that para- 
medics can reach residents on snow-clogged 
side streets Wednesday 

“When the storm starts, it’s an hour-by- 
hour process,” said Thomas Byrne, head of 
Chicago’s Department of Streets and Sanita- 
tion. “We’re prepared as best we can.” 

The ChicagoTransit Authority was running 
longer trains more frequently to keep tracks 
clear of snow and the third rail, which pow- 
ers the trains, from icing over. CTA president 
Rich Rodriguez said the agency also plans on 
deploying four diesel-powered snow fighter 
locomotives with a snow blower on one end 
and a rotating broom on the other. 

‘As long as I can keep the trains moving ev- 
ery 15 minutes, we should be able to keep up 
with the buildup,” Rodriguez said.

Waves of up to 25 feet are predicted on Lake 
Michigan, which could cause flooding along 
Lake Shore Drive. Pounding offshore waves 
could break up ice covering inshore waters 
and pile it up along shore, according to a warn- 
ing issued by the National Weather Service. 

Commuters became early victims of the 
storm’s wrath as they tried to leave the city 
early Tuesday afternoon. Union Station was 
a chaotic scene as travelers crammed onto 
platforms and trains to escape the worsening 
weather. 

Metra staff held paper schedule, and 
made frequent announcements — sometimes 
through megaphones — trying to direct pas- 
sengers to trains operating on altered sched- 
ules and making additional stops. 

Tammy Paradoski of Arlington Heights 
was forced to head back to the suburbs after 
her flight out of Midway was canceled. 

“This is Chicago,” she said. “This is what 
you get living in the Midwest in the winter.” 
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Stranded commuters make their 
way north on a closed Lake Shore 
Drive at Belmont on T uesday after 
getting off a stranded bus.

Snow money, snow problems

Listen closely— along with the 
howl of the wind and the rumble 
of snowplows, you might also 
hear the sound of people making 
and losing money on the storm. 

Since last winter, the company 
that owns the Chicago Mercan- 
tile Exchange has offered a mar- 
ket for businesses and investors 
to trade futures and options — 
also known as derivatives — tied 
to the amount of snow that falls 
during a set time span. 

CME Group runs the only ex- 
changes that trade the snow-based prod- 
ucts, offering investors the opportunity to 
trade derivatives tied to six snow-measure- 
ment locations, including O’Hare, com- 


pany officials said. 

Broker Jeff Hodgson, who special- 
izes in weather-based trading, said these 
snow-related financial products largely 


exist now to hedge risks for 
businesses whose profits can be 
boosted or destroyed by snow. 

Eor example, some snow-re- 
moval companies sign contracts 
to plow clients’ parking lots for 
a set price, no matter how much 
snow falls in one winter, he said. 
So they stand to lose money on 
a monster snowfall such as the 
one that was expected to sweep 
into town Tuesday said Hodg- 
son, who runs Chicago Weather 
Brokerage. If a snow-removal 
business wanted to hedge its 
risk, that company might go on the mar- 
ket looking for a trade that would pay off 
if snowfall surpasses a certain total— the 
more snow, the higher the payoff, he said.

In the past, when major snowstorms hit the 
Chicago area, employees at CCH packed 
toothbrushes and spent a long night in 
their cubicles to make sure everything got 
done. 

No pajama parties are planned this week 
at the tax and accounting software com- 
pany with offices in Chicago and River- 
woods. Eor many employees, Wednesday’s 
whiteout will mean spending the day hun- 
kered down at home— working. 

“Even two, three years ago, we just 
didn’t have the technology that would al- 
low our employees ... the ability to direct 
calls to their home workspace or their cell 
phones,” said Jerry Pruitt, vice president 
of customer service and operations. “It’s 
amazing how far it has come.” 

Roads may be impassable and parking 
lots buried, but at CCH and other Chi- 
cago-area companies, the storm’s wallop 
shouldn’t dent productivity Instead, it’s 
expected to be a showcase of communica- 
tion technology that has become part of 
everyday life in the decade since the last big 
snowstorm hit the Chicago area— technol- 
ogy that could dramatically lessen the ef- 
fects of this storm on workers. 

During the past five to lo years, com- 
panies across the country have embraced 
“telework” because employers recognize 
it can be much more productive than ask- 
ing workers to commute for hours in foul 
weather. And nothing better demonstrates 
the advantages of this approach than a ma- 
jor, highway-clogging snowstorm, experts 
say 

“There are options now,” said Peter Han- 
dal, chairman and CEO of Dale Carnegie 
Training, where he monitors workplace 
and management trends. 

Andrea Miller is opting to work from 
her living room coffee table in North Cen- 
ter. A marketing assistant for an apartment- 
finding service in Chicago and Evanston, 
Miller said Internet programs allow her to 
respond to online inquiries, call potential 
clients and schedule appointments — all 
without having to leave her home. 

“I’ve actually been with the company for 
five years, and I never expected it to be as 
easy as it is now,” she said. “I’m just glad 
we’re a 21st century company where in the 
event of something like this, we are able to 
not completely shut down.”

Promises to make Metra a ‘customer-centric’ operation

The new executive in charge of running Me- 
tra vowed Tuesday to make passenger sat- 
isfaction, fiscal responsibility and in-house 
reforms his top priorities in taking over the 
nation’s third-largest commuter rail system. 

Metra’s directors unanimously named Alex 
Clifford, 51, an official with the Los Angeles 
County Metropolitan Transportation Author- 
ity, as Metra’s executive director and CEO. 

Clifford promised to make Metra a more 
“customer-centric” operation. 

“I intend to be present on all lines and visit 
stations often, meeting passengers and listen- 
ing to what they have to say,” Clifford said. 

His first step was to order a customer sat- 
isfaction survey posted on Metra’s website, 
metrarail.com. 

Clifford also vowed to “embrace technol- 
ogy” The transit agency only last year began 
accepting credit cards for purchasing tickets 
and revamped its website for the first time. 

Clifford, a former Marine, will be paid 
$252,500 a year under a three-year contract. 
He officially takes over Feb. ii, filling the va- 
cancy left after the suicide of longtime Metra 
boss Phil Pagano. 

In other actions, Metra’s board agreed to 
retain William Tipper as deputy executive 
director at a salary of $235,000. Tipper is a 
30 -year Metra veteran and long has served as 
operations chief

He also was involved with the Southern 
California Regional Rail Authority, known as 
Metrolink commuter rail, as well as the Los 
Angeles-San Diego Rail Corridor Agency 

Previously, Clifford served as general man- 
ager of one of Metro’s bus service sectors. In 
addition, he served as a city councilman for 
the city of Riverside, Calif 

“Transit and transportation policy are in my 
blood, as you can tell from my background,” 
Clifford said. 

Metra Chairwoman Carole Doris de- 
scribed Clifford as a “big-picture policymak- 
er,” and praised his leadership, fiscal skills and 
management ability 

“He is the right man at the right time for 
this job,” Doris said.

Frazzled freshmen 


That first year of college has always been 
tough. But tight economic times have 
made it even harder. 

Pressures to pay for college and choose 
studies that will produce good jobs have 
stressed this year’s college freshmen at tm- 
precedented levels. 

In a new report, college freshmen rated 
their emotional health at the lowest level 
in the 25 years of the survey 

The data, published by UCLA, mirrored 
observations of some high school and col- 
lege counselors. 

“In the last couple of years of the reces- 
sion, students’ parents are more stressed, 
and the natural idealism and optimism in

the young adult population has been erod- 
ed,” said Rick Hanson, director of student 
counseling at Rockhurst University and a 
past president of the American College 
Counseling Association. 

Lauren Sander, a Rockhurst freshman, 
agreed that new college students were feel- 
ing a lot of stress, especially if they didn’t 
have good coping skills. 


“Some may freak out way more than 
they should while they’re getting used to 
how college works and how their classes 
are going,” Sander said. 

Although there’s not a wholesale “freak- 
out” occurring on campuses, it’s clear that 
economic pressures are piling on top of 
the normal life transitions teens experi- 
ence. 

“Freshmen and their parents are more 
aware of the student loan debt they are 
taking on, and therefore more anxious 
about money” said Barbara Cooke, lead 
counselor at Metropolitan Community 
College-Maple Woods and author of “Par- 
ent’s Guide to College and Careers.”

On the brink 

Here are some of Tuesday’s major devel- 
opments from the Middle East, cnn 


» Bowing to eight days of protests, 

Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak an- 
nounced Tuesday night that he will hand 
over power to an elected successor “in a 
constitutional way” when his term ends in 
September. But the announcement rang 
flat in Cairo’s Tahrir Square, where thou- 
sands of protesters erupted in chants of 
“Down with Mubarak” and “The people 
want the president to be judged.” 

» Protesters were packed shoulder- 
to-shoulder in Tahrir Square by noon 
Tuesday. Though no central organizer 
appeared to exist, some protesters took 
it upon themselves to act as security, pat- 
ting people down as they entered the 
square and telling demonstrators to re- 
main peaceful. 

» Inside Tahrir-which means “freedom” 
or “liberation” in Arabic-some protesters 
suggested marching toward Mubarak’s 
presidential palace. Tens of thousands 
prayed on their knees on the asphalt in 
unison under the sprawling city’s winter 
sun, then chanted “leave, leave” in a deaf- 
ening roar to their president. 

» Some pro-Mubarak demonstrators also 
were in the square Tuesday morning. 

Some residents said they were opposed to 
the protests, “lam upset with the revolu- 
tion in Tahrir Square,” said Muna al-Mahdi, 
her voice trembling with emotion as she 
spoke in her middle-class Cairo neighbor- 
hood. “It doesn’t represent us. ... We are 
here sticking with Hosni Mubarak only. 

Give him two months, give him time to 
work. And then he can go peacefully.” 

» Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu said Tuesday that the interna- 
tional community must demand that any 
Egyptian government maintain its peace 
treaty with Israel. 

»The U.S. State Department has ordered 

the departure of all nonemergency 

American government personnel and 

their families from Egypt, spokesman P.J. V 

Crowley said Tuesday.

Watershed moment 
for the Arab world 


Tlie protests tliat liave spread tlirougli parts 
of tlie Arab world led to dramatic change in 
another country Tuesday, as Jordan’s Icing dis- 
missed his government. 

King Abdullah II made the decision fol- 
lowing protests in recent weelcs in which sev- 
eral thousand people demanded economic 
and political reforms. 

Experts on the region said Tuesday that 
Abdullah’s decision was aimed at warding 
off larger-scale demonstrations in the walce 
of the huge protests in Tunisia and Egypt. 
The Tunisia protests, which began the 
movement, toppled that country’s govern- 
ment. In Egypt, President Hosni Mubaralc 
has fired his Cabinet, but protesters in mas- 
sive demonstrations continue to call for his 
ouster. 

The protests— which also have caught 
on to various extents in Algeria, Tfemen and 
Sudan— have proved to be “a real watershed 
event for the Arab world,” said Blake Houn- 
shell, managing editor of Eoreign Policy mag-

President Obama warned Tuesday of 
“difficult days ahead“ for Egypt and said 
the transition following President Hosni 
Mubarak’s earlier announcement that he 
won’t run for re-election in September 
must begin immediately. 

azine. “It’s really unprecedented.” 

There was a series of protests in Arab na- 
tions in the 1950s, but those were prompted 
by an ideology of Pan-Arabism in a post-co- 
lonial world, said Emile Hokayem, with the 
International Institute for Strategic Studies. 
A 2005 uprising in Lebanon was about in- 
dependence and ousting Syria. While it was 
successful, the revolution’s message was not 
one that other nations associated with, he 
said. 

“It’s different this time. People are stand- 
ing up for their economic rights, their dig- 
nity It’s very different,” Hokayem said. 


Ibrahim Sharqieh of the Brookings Insti- 
tution said there’s a whole new mindset. 

“The Tunisian uprising has caused change 
in the attitude and behavior of ordinary Arab 
citizens — and today we are witnessing the 
emergence of a can-do nation attitude,” he 
explained. 

Economic concerns have fueled the pro- 
tests across the region. At a speech Tuesday 
in Singapore, Dominique Strauss-Kahn, 
managing director of the International Mon- 
etary Eund, said the need for action against 
unemployment was “a strong undercurrent 
of the political turmoil in Tunisia, and of ris- 
ing social strains in other countries,” accord- 
ing to his prepared remarks. 

Arab leaders have been getting the mes- 
sage, Hokayem said, noting an article in the 
Wall Street Journal in which Syrian President 
Bashar al-Assad said leaders must “see the 
need of reform” before protests like those in 
Egypt and Tunisia break out, because by then 
“it’s too late to do any reform.”

Relighting the Fire 

Team hits camp early, focuses on playoff return 


Fire head coach Carlos de los Cobos says 
there will be no excuses in 2011. 

After enduring a painful learning process 
in 2010, de los Cobos guides a revamped 
team into its 14th season lacking some no- 
table veterans but stocked with promising 
young talent. 

“Now we need to work,” de los Cobos said 
on Tuesday “We don’t have excuses, I don’t 
have excuses. [But] I trust in myself to field 
a new team and have the success we need to 
have.” 

The second-year Fire coach talked about 
lessons learned and elevated expectations 
following his team’s second day of preseason 
training at Bridgeview’s indoor Sports Dome. 

“I know better about my opponents, my 
rivals,” he said. “This situation will help me 
make decisions about the season ... and I 
need to take advantage of this knowledge.” 


The Fire finished 9-12-9 in 2010 and 
missed the Major League Soccer playoffs for 
only the second time since their 1998 inaugu- 
ral season. 

Chicago opens 2011 with a new captain- 
midfielder Logan Pause— plus a revamped 
roster that includes four draft picks, a col- 
lection of 18 other foreign and home-grown 
invitees and the possibility of more signings 
to come. 

The Fire welcomed 42 players to camp this 
week, the earliest reporting in their history 
Two-a-day sessions in Bridgeview continue 
through next week followed by travel to Flor- 
ida for more training and a pair of scheduled 
exhibition games. 

The Fire open the season at FC Dallas on 
March 19 and host Sporting Kansas City (for- 
merly the Kansas City Wizards) in a March 
26 home opener.
